Throughout the Russian Zone extraordinary means were used to forc:

Thuringie and the latter were also belabored by the local politic. 
officers. although some 217 or 219 CDU members were thus forcec ts 
attend the Volkskongress, no more than a dozen rallied around 
Steidle in his attack on Kaiser. Georg Grosse of Thuringia, ofte1 
described as a Russophije, called Steidle and Bachem liars and 
marched out of the conspiracy staged by Steidle at the Hotel Adia> 
on the night of 7 December. Of the 219 delegates only 40-50 hac 
accepted the invitation to the Adion and a large number of these 
followed Grosse‘s lead.
